IN PREVIOUS articles we have fciv- 
en brlet histories of the Bcotch- 
Irish and Conewago settlements. At 
this time it is highly appropriate 
that we give the history of a sister 
settlement—the Low Dutch Colony 
of Conewago 
To the historian this 
subject Is highly interesting, and we 
feel th at it will prove Just as Inter­ 
esting to the people of the county, 
for there are in this section of the 
state many who tun claim dcscen- 
dancy from these old Dutch set­ 
tlers. 
History tells us that “between 
1768-1800 
New 
Jersey Dutchmen 
from Bergen and Somerset counties 
moved westward in a caravan of 
150 families and 700 souls to Cone­ 
wago and Hanover, near the town 
of Gettysburg. 
There they built 
churches and made farms. Thence 
with the witless pioneer spirit two 
lines of settlers moved, one to the 
Genesee* country and tile other to 
K entucky* 
This Low Dutch Set­ 
tlement in Adams county, extended 
from about tw<> miles east of Hunt* 
terstown from a point near Pines’ 
church, in a southwesterly direc­ 
tion crossing what is now lincoln 
Way East near D uttera’s Station, 
extending along a road which is to 
this day called "Low Dutch Road” 
to the Baltimore pike and down the 
pike to what is now Two Taverns, 
with a few scattered farms west of 
the pike. 
At each end of this set­ 
tlement were and still are the "low 
Dutch Graveyards." The one ceme­ 
tery, 
commonly called the 
“Lew 
Dutch,” or Osborn’s, was about half 
a mile from the Dutch Reformed 
church, which was located on what 
is now the York pike near the Dut­ 
ters railway station. 
It is interesting to note the fact 
that among 
these 
Dutch settlers 
were some French Hugenots. Hol­ 
land, in the latter half of the 17th 
century, offered the most open asy­ 
lum ,on the continent of Europe for 
the persecuted, and tor that rea­ 
son, as well as the fact that It was 
"near to flee to," Huguenots from 
all parts of France sought its shel­ 
ter. The majority of these French 
people, as well as thousands of her 
own, found Holland not a country 
to stay in. 
America promised bet­ 
ter. Consequently, many thousands 
of them came, to a great extent, to 
New Amsterdam. 
In 1664, how­ 
ever, New Amsterdam became New 
York, and many of the Dutch, be­ 
cause of 
their hatred of 
English 
rule, returned to Holland, but more 
moved to New Jersey. Not so long 
afterwards some of those same peo­ 
ple migrated to Pennsylvania—con­ 
sequently we 
had—long ago—our 
now extinct Dutch Colony. 
These settlers brought their old 
country church and religious prac­ 
tices with them. We have no rec­ 
ord of the date when they organ­ 
ized the church in this county; no 
doubt it was some time before tho 
first dated record we have which Is 
a baptismal one in 1769. This rec­ 
ord records the baptism of “Aiije, 
a daughter of Ammermon and Van 
Aadalen.”

"Those were times 
when men even 
men as well as 
women, had authority in the home 
circle, when the young got an idea 
of law, learned to obey, achieved 
self-command, were in their turn 
made into men and women.” Above 
all, the Sabbath was strictly ob­ 
served. the whole community turn­ 
ed out for church. 
An excellent 
example, one th at could well befc 
lowed today. The people of Dutch 
descent can well be proud of their 
ancestors.
